SCHOOL  PLANT— 

Nine  buildings  have  been  operated  during  the  year.  Of  these 
nine  buildings,  Pleasant  Valley  and  South  Hollow  are  in  excellent 
condition.  The  other  buidings  of  the  town  are  in  fair  condition  but 
the  policy  of  the  school  committee  to  remodel  and  put  in  first  class 
condition  some  buildings  each  year  should  be  pushed  by  the  commit- 
tee in  order  that  our  school  children  may  have  proper  school  homes 
in  which  they  spend  the  major  part  of  each  day. 

Due  to  the  cost  of  building  the  excellent  school  plant  at  Pleasant 
Valley  the  school  committee  did  not  feel  that  any  extensive  changes 
should  be  made  this  summer.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1929  that  some  one  or  two  schools  be  thoroughly  renovated. 

The  principal  need  in  most  of  the  buildings  is  a  change  of  light- 
ing arrangements.  At  present  light  in  most  of  the  schools  is  sup- 
plied by  windows  on  three  sides  of  the  school  room.  Such  a  supply 
of  light  causes  cross  shadows  that  are  a  continuous  strain  on  the  eyes 
of  the  pupils.  This  condition  often  leads  to  permanent  injury  to  the 
sight  because  growing  chidren  are  very  susceptible  to  eye  injury. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  rearrangement  of  windows  is  not  a 
very  expensive  operation.  It  is  of  course  economy  to  completely 
modernize  each  school  as  far  as  possible  when  the  lighting  is  changed. 
This  should  include  in  many  cases  hew  seats  of  an  adjustable,  move- 
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able  type,  better  colors  of  paint  in  the  interior,  better  type  of  stove 
that  will  help  circulate  the  heated  air  and  more  sanitary  toilet 
arrangements. 

One  school  will  be  closed  during  the  coming-  year,  that  at  the 
Mallory  District.  The  children  at  this  school  are  very  few  in  number 
and  will  be  transported  to  the  Pleasant  Valley  School.  The  educa- 
tional advantages  of  this  plan  are  many,  among  them  being  the  ben- 
efits of  having  more  pupils  in  a  grade  for  better  stimulation  and  a 
longer  experienced  trained  teacher. 

Barkhamsted,  because  of  its  peculiar  geography,  does  not  lend 
itself  to  consolidation  readily.  In  view  of  this  fact  each  building  that 
is   probably   permanent   should   be   made   the   best   possible. 

One  school,  the  Northeast,  had  but  six  pupils  during  the  past 
year  and  one  of  this  number  came  from  the  Town  of  Hartland.  The 
building  is  very  poor  for  school  purposes,  the  equipment  very  meager 
and  of  poor  quality.  This  school  offers  very  little  educational  op- 
portunity to  its  pupils.  The  school  should  be  closed  and  the  pupils 
transported  to  another  school  with  more  facilities  for  giving  them  a 
better  education.  Because  of  road  conditions  it  is  probable  that  these 
children  should  be  sent  to  the  East  Hartland  School.  "With  some 
study  on  this  matter  I  believe  that  arrangements  could  be  made  with 
Hartland  to  care  for  this  group  at  a  very  reasonable  cost.  The  larger 
group  at  the  East  Hartland  School  resulting  would  be  of  benefit  to  all. 
SCHOOL  WORK— 

Early  in  the  fall  in  order  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
needs  of  the  school,  I  gave  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test  to  all 
pupils  of  the  town  above  grade  one.  The  results  of  these  tests  when 
studied  showed  that  with  but  the  exception  of  one  school  that  all 
were  below  grade  in  heading.  Consquently,  after  taking  the  matter  up 
with  the  teachers,  a  study  was  made  of  means  and  methods  of  improv- 
ing the  work  in  reading  in  teachers'  meetngs  and  a  drive  was  made  for 
improvement  with   the   pupils. 

Another  test  of  the  same  type  was  given  in  the  spring  and  showed 
that  the  work  of  the  year  had  yielded  good  returns  as  practically 
all  grades  were  up  to,  and  in  some  cases,  above  the  standards  for 
the  country  in  this  subject.  Work  along  this  line  should  be  continued 
in  order  that  the  results  of  the  labors  of  the  year  just  past  may  be- 
come a  permanent  addition  to  the  pupils'  educational  equipment. 
Relation  of  the  Supervisor  to  School  Committee,  Teachers  and 
Townspeople: 

Throughout  the  year  the  teachers  have  worked  hard  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  schools.  Their  co-operation  has  been  excellent  and  their 
spirit  very  helpful.  The  School  Committee  have  been  very  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  the  spirit  of  progress  was  apparent 
in  all  of  my  dealings  with  them.     The  town  is  to  he  congratulated  in 
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having  so  fine  a  body  of  men  caring  for  the  schools  of  the  town.  I 
look  back  to  my  relations  with  the  committee  with  considerable 
pleasure. 

The  townspeople  in  so  far  as  I  have  come  in  contact  with  them 
in  my  limited  service  in  the  town  have  all  been  helpful  and  co-opera- 
tive. This  excellent  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  citzens  speaks  well  for 
the  future  progress  of  the  schools. 

In  my  successor,  Mr.  L.  S.  Mills,  the  town  secures  the  services 
of  a  school  man  of  long  successful  experience.  He  will  bring  much 
help  to  the  schools  of  the  town.  I  congratulate  you  on  securing  such 
an  excellent  man  to  supervise  your  schools.
